Statistics States for manufactures of iron and steel 

for 1902. js illustrated by the fact that the impor- 
tations during that time are more than double in 
value those of the corresponding months of the pre- 
ceding year and indicate that for the full calendar year 
1902 the total value of iron and steel imports will be 
fully 40 million dollars, or more than in any year in a 
full decade. 

The iron and steel manufacturers of the United 
States have prided themselves upon their ability to 
fully supply the home market and produce a consid- 
erable surplus for exportation. That they were mak- 
ing great gains in this direction until the exceptional 
demand of recent years is evidenced from the fact that 
imports of iron and steel manufactures, which amount- 
ed to 67 million dollars in 1882 and 53 millions in 
1891, had steadily fallen since the latter date until 
they were only 12 million dollars in 1899. In 1900, 
however, there was a slight increase, but the figures of 
1902, as already indicated, will exceed those of any 
year since 1891. This increase is the more remark- 
able in view of the fact that the pig iron production 
and the iron and steel production generally in the 
United States was far greater in the year 1902 than 
in any preceding year, the total production of pig iron 
being estimated at fully 17,500,000 tons, against 15,- 
878,000 in 1901, which was the highest figure ever 
recorded prior to 1902. x 

The increase in imports occurs in* practically all 
classes of iron and steel manufactures. Pig iron in- 
creased from a million and a half to nearly 9 million 
dollars in value; ingots, blooms and bars from a little 
over a million to over 7 million dollars, and-machinery 
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from $2,718,000 to $3,831,000. In a single item, tin 
plates, there is a reduction; the value of tin plate 
imported in the eleven months being $3,603,426, 
against $4,594,786, and the quantity 120 million 
pounds in 1902, against 150 millions in the same 
months of the year 1901. 

The table which follows shows the importation of 
the principal articles of iron and steel manufactures 
and iron ore in the eleven months ending with Novem- 
ber, 1902, compared with those of the corresponding 
months of the year I9O1, viz.:

Striking evidence of business activity in the United 
States at present is found in a comparison of pig iron 
statistics of the year just ending with those of former 
years. 

Recently published estimates of the production of 
pig iron in the United States during the calendar year 
1902 put the total at 17,500,000 tons. This is an in- 
crease of nearly 2,000,000 tons over last. year, and is 
more than double the production of 1896, four times 
that of 1881, ten times that of 1872 and twenty times 
that of 1865. 

The steel production of the year is estimated at 15,- 
000,000 tons, practically 50 per cent more than that of 
1900, ten times as much as that of 1884 and twenty 
times the production of 1878. 

In addition to this enormous production and in- 
crease over any earlier year, the importations of pig 
iron in the year just ending are ten times as great as 
in the preceding year and greater than in any year of 
the decade. 

The total value of iron and steel imported will also 
exceed that of any year during the decade. 

The following table shows the production in the 
United States of pig iron and steel, and the importa- 
tion of pig iron at quinquennial periods from 1871 
to 1901, and the estimated production and imporcation 
of 1902:

A statement recently published by the Bulletin of 
the American Iron and Steel Association indicates that 
of the 15,878,354 tons of pig iron produced by the 
United States during 1901, 6,803,988 tons were pro- 
duced by the United States Steel Corporation, and 9,- 
074,376 tons by independent companies. 

This phenomenal growth in the production of iron 
and steel in the United States placed the United States 
several years ago at the head of the world’s list of iron 
producing nations, but has now made its production 
greater than the combined production of the United 
Kingdom and Germany, those countries being by far 
the largest iron producers of the world, aside from the 
United States. 

The total pig iron production of Germany in IgoI 
was 7,856,149 metric tons, and that of the United 
Kingdom 7,928,647 long tons, making the combined 
production of these two countries in I90I 15,600,090 
long tons, which is slightly less than the 1901 produc- 
tion of the United States. The figures showing the 
production of these two countries covering the first 
half of 1902 fully justify the statement that the pro- 


combined production of England and Germany. 

The course of the pig iron market may be seen by 
the following interesting summary of monthly prices 
of No. 2 foundry during the years 1899, 1900, Igo!

The prices of most finished products have been in 
striking contrast to those of pig iron given herewith. 
Steel rails have remained at $28 per ton from January 
to December. Steel bars advanced $2 per ton along 
about Easter, or from 1.65c to 1.75c, and iron bars 
have fluctuated more or less. Structural material 
from mill has not had a single change in twelve 
months. Some other products have been firmly held 
until the latter half of the year, when heavier compe- 
tion compelled a decline. Sheets, tin plate, pipe and 
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wire nails, after a quick and unexpected slump, re- 
mained standing firm at a lower level of values.

i169. 

The largest dividend payments will be made by the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, which will disburse 
$1,944,699; Chicago & Northwestern, $1,817,000; 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, $1,731,000; Mis- 
souri Pacific, $1,936,000; New York Central, $1,649,- 
000; American Sugar Refining, $1,575,000; Conti- 
nental Tobacco, $1,966,000; American Telegraph & 
Telephone, $2,586,000; Western Union, $1,217,000. 

The largest individual interest payments follow: 
Baltimore & Ohio, $2,810,600; Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, $2,040,000; Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
$3,102,500; Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, $1,566,- 
000; Erie, $1,602,000; Great Northern, $3,305,000;

This record amount of disbursements made this 
month must necessarily act as a stimulant to new en- 
terprises and the enlargement of old ones. On every 
side there are symptoms of even greater prosperity 
than it has been our good fortune as a nation to enjoy 
in the past. 

The United States Steel Corporation, Sharon Steel 
Co., Rogers, Brown & Co., Lackawanna Steel Co., 
Colorado Fuel & Iron Co., Tenneessee Coal & Iron 
Co. and other steel manufacturing concerns are add- 
ing to their pig iron production, and if consumption 
shows a proportionate increase to more than that of 
the year 1902 it is likely that the furnaces will be able 
to turn out between 19,000,000 and 20,000,000 tons, as 
compared with the estimated production of 18,000,000 
tons during 1902. 

According to Archer Brown of the firm of Rogers, 
Brown & Co., everything points to a big business in 
steel and iron during the present year, as in an inter- 
view of Dec. 29 he said: 

“After a careful investigation of the situation in 
iron and steel, one cannot help thinking well of it. 
We are closing the largest year we have ever had, and 
on the whole a most prosperous year. The production 
of pig iron during the year 1902 will reach 17,500,000 
tons, which figure corresponds very closely with the 
early estimates. 

“From present indications next year will certainly 
witness a heavy consumption of iron and steel prod- 
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ucts. I am convinced that for the first six months of 
1903 consumption will be in excess of production. It 
is yet too early to make any forecasts as to the course 
of the iron and steel industry during the last half of 
next year. 

“You cannot tell what might happen six months 
hence in the matter of increased output, and what 
may possibly happen to diminish consumption. How- 
ever, there is nothing in sight that would indicate that 
business will not be brisk throughout the entire year.” 

When asked whether the new furnaces now under 
construction would not add largely to the output of 
pig iron next year, Mr. Brown said that very little 
of this additional product would find its way on the 
market, as the most of the furnaces were being built 
by manufacturers of finished iron and steel. 

“Pig iron,” said Mr. Brown, “is now arriving in this 
country from foreign ports at the rate of 69,000 and 
80,000 tons a day. The imports of all other forms of 
iron and steel are at the rate of 1,500,000 tons a year. 
Whether or not imports next year will be larger than 
during the current year is a question that cannot be 
answered at this time. Everything will depend upon 
supply and demand. 

“As to prices, I do not look for wide fluctuations 
during the first half of 1903. The situation for the 
first six months is pretty solid. 

“The fact that the unfilled business on the books 
of the United States Steel Corporation is 50 per cent 
ahead of a year ago is one of the most encouraging 
features of the situation.” 

The stove fraternity have had an excellent year, in 
spite of the bad setback base burner sales received ow- 
ing to the scarcity of coal. During the coming year 
the public generally, acting on the adage that the 
burnt cat dreads the fire, will make early provisions as 
regards coal and there will be a correspondingly ear- 
lier opening of the stove season. The hardware men 
have, on the whole, had an unusually good year and 
it would look as though there would be no cessation of 
prosperity for the next twelve months at least. 

Reports from architectural circles show that an 
enormous number of buildings are being projected, 
and unless there is some sudden and violent check to 
this proposed erection of new homes and new apart- 
ments, new factories and new stores, to say nothing of 
additions, extensions and alterations ad libitum, there 
is certain to be a heavy demand for builders’ hard- 
ware and various styles of heating apparatus during 
the ensuing year. 

If 1903 does not turn out to be a more prosperous 
year than its predecessor it will show that all signs 
sometimes go wrong and that hard times may spring 
up even when conditions are such that the easily 
aroused calamity howler dare not pour out his 
jeremiads of national woe, mindful of the fact that 
at present there are no auditors for him but jibers and 
scoffers. 








Biccs & Lawson,*leading hardware dealers of 
Greenup, Ky., are being sued by one John Wright 
for $10,000 damages for injuries he claimed he re- 
ceived by falling out of their back window. 
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Regulating >£NATORS Nelson and Cullom, Congress- 
the men Littlefield and Hepburn and other 
Trusts. congressmen have introduced measures 
for the regulation of the trusts. Senator Nelson’s bill 
provides that congress shall have power to define, reg- 
ulate, prohibit or dissolve trusts, monopolies or com- 
binations, whether existing in the form of corporations 
or otherwise, and also to license, regulate and control 
all corporations engaged in trade, commerce or other 
business among the several states or with foreign 
nations. The introducer of the joint resolution em- 
bodying this amendment seems, however, to feel that 
congress has not exhausted the powers it now pos- 
sesses, for he has brought forward a bill to amend the 
Sherman law as one means of reaching the great com- 
binations. It makes all mergers or combinations in 
restraint of trade illegal and provides a penalty for the 
offense in the shape of a fine of $10,000 or imprison- 
ment for one year for each person engaged in the com- 
bination. Furthermore, it provides a penalty of a fine 
of $5,000 or imprisonment for one year for any at- 
tempt to monopolize any part of the trade of the sev- 
eral states or territories. Provisions enforcing some 
degree of publicity are also embodied in this bill, 
which requires corporations engaged in interstate com- 
merce to file with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission each year a statement of their business, and 
also a statement setting forth the names of persons 
to whom stock was originally issued and the price re- 
ceived for it. 

Senator Cullom’s bill absolutely prohibits interstate 
commerce in articles produced by trusts, under penal- 
ties of fines ranging from $500 to $5,000. This meas- 
ure is marked by strongly inquisitorial features. It 
authorizes the attorney-general to appoint fifty special 
agents to seek out violations of the law and empowers 
him or any district attorney to make application to the 
federal judges for the summoning of persons ‘before 
them to answer questions as to material violations of 
the anti-trust law in advance of the trial of a case. 
The judges are also to be required to issue orders for 
the appearance of persons so summoned on the appli- 
cation of those officers. Such witnesses are to be pro- 
tected against prosecution on account of their revela- 
tions, but they are to be deprived of the right to refuse 
to answer because of self-crimination. There is only a 
very limited degree of publicity required by the bill. 
Annual reports are required to be made by all persons, 
firms or corporations engaged in interstate commerce. 
These reports are to be filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and are to be subject to the scrutiny 
of the attorney-general, but not to that of the general 
public. 

The measure prepared by Congressman Littlefield 
requires every corporation, joint stock company or 
similar organization’engaged in interstate or foreign 
commerce to file with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission on or before Sept. 1 each year, a return, set- 
ting forth, among other things, its name, date and 
place of organization and the statutes under which 
organized, and, if consolidated or reorganized, the like 
information regarding constituent or original com- 
panies. The returns must give also the amount of the 























different kinds of stock issued and outstanding, the 
amounts paid in and how, and where payment was 
made in property, a description thereof and a state- 
ment of its cash market value at the time it was re- 
ceived. The amount, nature and purpose of indebted- 
ness incurred and the assets at their present market 
value are also to be included in the returns, as are also 
total earriings and income, operating expenses, taxes, 
permanent improvements, net earnings, dividends de- 
clared, salaries of officials and wages of employes. 

This bill imposes a tax of I per cent per annum on 
so much of the capital stock outstanding as is not fully 
paid in cash or other property at its full cash market 
value. Concerns failing to make returns or to pay the 
tax as required are to be restrained from engaging in 
interstate or foreign commerce, and it is made the duty 
of the attorney-general to enforce the law at the re- 
quest of the Interstate Commerce Commission. It is 
made the duty of the latter body to publish a state- 
ment giving a list of corporations and disclosing their 
condition. The measure, it may be added, does not 
apply to corporations whose capital stock does not ex- 
ceed $500,000. 

Representative Hepburn’s measure provides for an 
appropriation to enforce the existing anti-trust law.

The picnic day 
arrived and after the train had left the depot this dear 
but fearfully incompetent woman exclaimed: “Good- 
ness me, I left that bunch of programs at home. It’s 
too bad.” Of course the thought that her course in- 
valided advertising contracts: never occured to her, 
and I footed my bill, although no lawyer on earth 
could have collected it, but I didn’t want to stir up a 
fuss with the motherly incompetent. Since that 
time I have followed one invariable rule in 
selecting advertising media and I believe that 
while very simple it is very good. i. e, I 
never insert an advertisement in any kind of a 
publication that people do not pay for. The people on 
that picnic train didn’t care very much whether they 
received their programs or not, but if they had paid 
10c each in advance for them they would have made 
such a “kick’’ that their money would have been re- 
funded at least. I know that the thousands of dealers 
who have put up $2.00 for THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
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will get it or know the reason why. The subscriber 
once having paid in his money intends to have his 
money's worth and will make it very unpleasant if he 
does not receive his paper. He is not in a position to 
kick when he is cut off the free list of a sample copy 
sheet!

TERENCE McCosker, grand counselor of the Unit- 
ed Commercial Travelers for the jurisdiction of Min- 
nesota, North and South Dakota, is making a signal 
success of his plan for improving the condition of 
country hotels, according to a Northwestern paper. 

Mr. McCosker’s experience has convinced him that 
the only plan which will work is for traveling men 
to form a local organization in each town where the 
travelers “headquarters” to any extent, and tell the 
hotel keepers who are slovenly that they must keep 
their places clean and attractive or lose the business. 

“We had printed,” says Mr. McCosker, “in circular 
letter form a list of complaints continually being reg- 
istered against country hotels. When we receive a 
complaint which we regard as genuine against any 
hotel we mail the hotel keeper a circular in which the 
complaint against him is marked X. 

“This brings a prompt—sometimes defiant—re- 
sponse from the hotel keeper. Many thank the com- 
mittee for the suggestions; others explain why their 
service has been deficient and promise to make amends 
as rapidly as possible. Occasionally hotel men have 
been notified that their service was worth only half or 
75 per cent of what they were charging. Unless the 
desired reforms were insisted upon, members of the 
order were notified of the action taken, after which 
the offending landlords heard enough of them to 
change their way of doing business.” 

Mr. McCosker explains that the majority of the 
landlords are inclined to be reasonable.

In size, Indiana ranks 
among the small states, being thirty-fourth among the 
states of the Union in area; but in 1899 she stood 
sixth in produce, fourth in petroleum, second in nat- 
ural gas, seventh in building stone and sixth in the 
value of her clay products. There are immense quan- 
tities of petroleum, natural gas and coal, which fur- 
nish a vast amount of fuel for manufacturing pur- 
poses. The natural gas territory covers an area of 
2,800 square miles. Gas is the finest fuel in the 
world for household purposes, but it is rapidly dimin- 
ishing in quantity. It is extravagantly wasted in the 
gas regions. I have ridden along the highways in the 
gas region and seen pipe after pipe spurting gas at the 
roadside. The pipes of the companies laid along the 
sides of the road leak profusely. The coal fields of the 
state cover about 7,500 square miles and produce mil- 


‘lions of tons of coal. The state geologist, speaking 


of the limestone in the state, says: “For its output of 
ornamental and building limestone Indiana is the most 
important state in the Union. The architects know its 
strength and durability. The demand for it is increas- 
ing steadily. It is now in use in twenty-nine states 
and several territories, and even abroad.” Next to 
the coal and building stone rank the clays of Indiana. 
Only a few of these rich deposits have been worked, 
but as lumber becomes scarce clay and its products be- 
come valuable. Pure white clay or kaolin is found in 
Lawrence and Martin counties. This writer says 
nothing about the literary output of this state, which 
ranks high up in quality and quantity.

THE figures of the foreign commerce of the United 
States during the eleven months ending with Novem- 
ber, which have just been completed by the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics, indicate a phenomenal activity 
among the manufacturers of the country and exporta- 
tions quite as large as could be expected in view of 
the crop shortage of last year. The value of manu- 
facturers’ materials imported into the United States 
during the eleven months ending with November this 
year is $407,603,599, against $353,417,288 in the cor- 
responding months of last year, and forms 46% per 
cent of the total imports in the corresponding months 
of last year. Manufactures exported during the eleven 
months of 1902 amount to $377,635,961, against $362,- 
392,181 in the corresponding months of last year, and 
form 31.8 per cent of the total, against 27.8 per ‘cent 
of the total exports in the same months of 1901. The 
total imports are 75 million dollars in excess of those 
for the corresponding months of last year, and of this 
increase of 75 millions 54 millions was in the class 
“manufacturers’ materials” and the remainder manu- 
factures and luxuries, articles of food and animals 
showing a reduction of 10 millions as compared with 
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the. importations- during .the corresponding months of 
last year. 








F. K. Apams, a mine inspector in “Mercer county, 
Pa., has it all figured out that the last lump of coal 
will be mined in the United States in the year 2052. 
He says there is about enough coal in the United 
States to last 700 years at the present rate of con- 
sumption. He points out that the demand doubles 
every sixteen years, and should the ratio continue the 
coal will be exhausted within the next 150 years. 

I disagree with Mr. Adams for the simple reason 
that while there is a limit to the supply of coal in the 
United States, there is also a limit to the supply of 
wealth in the United States long before the coal prod- 
ucts will be exhausted from the doubling up of the 
output of available funds on hand in the country for 
the purchase of coal will have been exhausted, thus 
continuing the coal supply. If all the people who 
have told hardware dealers throughout the country 
in the last month that they would buy a nice $38 base 
burner if they could only get the coal for same were 
but suddenly enabled to keep their promises if they 
would owing to the increment in the amount of coal 
on the market, it can be safely wagered that the year 
in which the last lump of coal will be mined in this 
country would be jerked down violently toward the 
2,000 year mark.

In the administration building—the northern one, 
running from Randolph to Lake—are located the of- 
fices, sample rooms, packing rooms, order filling floors 
and catalogue department.

In the warehouse building, running 238 feet south 
from Randolph, is located the shipping room.

A QUESTION OF CIRCULATION. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I inclose a plan of a hot water job I just finished 
or, more properly speaking, a part of the job. There 
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are three flow pipes on the job, each carrying four 
radiators of about the same number of feet radiation. 
The other two runs work all right, but this one does 
not. The radiators 3 and 4 (see plan) do not heat. 
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There appears to be no circulation in these two unless 
the valves on I and 2 are partly closed. Then the 
circulation is about equal through all four of them. 
From the heater to radiator 4 the mains raise 1 inch 
in 8 feet. The flow pipes to 1 and 3. take out of the 
top, 2 and 4 out of the side. The return on I, 2 and 3 
take in on the top and 4 the side. I used a reduced 
elbow after taking off 1 and reduced a size after tak- 
ing off 2 and 3. The return will warm up a ways 
past 2 (with valves on I and 2 open), but the flow 
does not. 

Why don’t 3 and 4 circulate?

blowing off the top. 

“I am only 13 years old and have worked but a 
short time in the Garden Co.’s tin shop, but perhaps 
I can give a remedy. The trouble is the expansion 
tank is too directly over the stove, and you should 
connect the expansion tank to the last register on the 
second floor, as shown in drawing.”

Herewith is rough sketch of shelf and bracket 
from one piece of sheet metal, which, in style, may 
be improved on, as the drawing is simply to show the 
idea. 

If. made from bright tin a piece of black or dark 
blue velvet should be placed on the wall of the lower 
part, when every curve is beautifully brought out. 
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The skirt around the top may be turned up plain as 
in cut or otherwise. Cut smoothly around the bracket, 
leaving H B C, where it is to be turned up at right 
angles. F is riveted or is soldered to G. A strip of 
tin three-eighths or one-half inch wide is to be sol- 
dered flat ways-to.outside edge of bracket and follow- 
ing the curves from F down to C as a brace.

Same 
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LAW POINTS FOR EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYED. 


The duty of an employer to furnish his workmen 
with safe instrumentalities and appliances for the per- 
formance of their work applies to a foreman or super- 
intendent as well as to a workman without rank or 
title. (88 N. W. Rep. 436). 

An employe, after complaint of insufficient light, 
continued to work on the promise of the foreman to 
furnish more light, which was not done, and it was 
held that the employer was liable for injuries resulting 
while performing the work ordered by the foreman. 
(65 S. W. Rep. 491.) 

An employe assumes, not only the risk of accident 
occasioned by the negligence of his fellow servants, 
but also of the known negligence of his employer, if 
he accepts or continues in such service after knowledge 
of such negligence. (40 S. E. Rep. 368.) 

A promise on the part of the employer to repair a 
machine known by the employer and employe to be 
defective will not relieve the employer from exercising 
ordinary care in the operation of that machine and he 
is required to exercise such care as is commensurate 
with the danger of operating the machine. (22 O. C. 
C. R. 518.) 

Where a workman remains at work after knowledge 
of the dangerous condition of the place where he is 
working, but the employer has promised to repair 
the defect, and the danger is not imminent, the work- 
man does not assume the risk of remaining in such 
service. (50 Atl. Rep. 964.) 

Where one enters upon or continues in a service 
with full knowledge that it is dangerous, and of the 
extent of the danger, there is an implied contract of 
assumed risk, by which he waives his right to recover 
for injuries received in such service. (66 Pac. Rep. 
799.)—Popular Mechanics. 


MICA MINES IN GERMAN EAST AFRICA. 





The “Deutscher Reichs Anzeiger” states that mica 
has hitherto only been produced in German East A fri- 
ca by persons possessed of very limited plant, and the 
supply has, in consequence, been restricted. A Ger- 
man firm in Mannheim dealing in mica, who had pur- 
chased the five mica mines in the Alugaru mountains, 
have now formed a compand for the further working 
of the same, under the name of the “Deutsch-Osto- 
frika Glimmer und Minen Werke,” with a preliminary 
capital of 200,000 marks. Under the management of 
the former owner the production was 1,200 kilos. 
monthly ; the new company reckon upon a production 
of at least 60,000 kilos. yearly, a quantity which, ac- 
cording to specialists, can easily be obtained by proper 
working. The import of mica into Germany last year 
through Hamburg was about 120,000 kilos., valued 
at 500,000 marks, and the demand for mica in the elec- 
trical industry is continually increasing. Mining is 
now going on uninterruptedly under the supervision 
of two engineers, with thirty natives, and it is probable 
that even in the first year the expected production of 
60,000 kilos. will be achieved. By means of proper 
instruction to the natives, and the opening of new 
workings, the firm hope to reach an output of 100,000 
kilos. per annum. Investigations conducted by the 
government in 1897 showed that the existing mines 
in the Inbakana district were rich enough to warrant 
moderate working, whilst a cursory survey of the land 
disclosed numerous rich lodes, an indication that the 
deposits were richer than generally supposed.—The 
Mining Journal.
